Whereas we ere inform’d that feveral Soldiers of 
ber Majeft;’s Forces, who being addicted to a Li- 
centious Way of living, or for other Caufes, bave 
been feduc’d to qui: her Majefty’s Service, and to 
take on with the Enemy, or to withdraw themlelves 
elewhere, being convinc’d of their Errour, and be- 
ing fenfible of then Fault, would voluntarily return 
to their Duty, were they not deterr’d by the Fear 
of Punithment to which they have render’d them- 
felves liabie by their Defertion: We, by Virtue of 
the Power to us given by her Majefty, publith and 
declare by thefe Prefents, chat ali Soldiers who have 
deferted ber Majefty’s Service before the Date here- 
of, and will return to their Regiments before the 
lat Day of July next old Stile, thall be pardon’d 
for iheir pat Crime, and admitted to ferve in the 
Regimcat from which they deferted. We further 
declare, that all Sgldiers who fhall defert hereafter, 
or who faall nor lay held on the Pardon which her 
Majefly moit gracioufly offers them within the Time 
limited, and who fhall hereafter be apprehended, 
thal] be immediately punifh’d with Death, withour, 
Mercy, according co the Articles of War. And to 
the End no Perfon may pretend Caufe of Ignorance, 
we have order’d this Declaration to be publifh'd, nor 
only in the Army, but clfewhere, to the End that 
every one whom it concerns, may have knowledge 


of it, and make good Ufe thereof. Done at rhe Camp
